juice, a lump of sugar or a pinch of 
salt.

Survey lias recently made observa- 
tions with the Hcismograph' at Mau- 
ritius that have led to the suggestion 
that not only the ocean and the at- 
mosphere but even the land may ex- 
pcirionce the effects of a daily tide 
running round and round the earth as 
it revolves on Its axis. 
. Hut, while the tides in the air and 
the sea are due more to the moon 
than to the sun, the supposed "land 
tldo" arises solely from tho sun's ac- 
tion. 


Moreover, it Is caused not by the at- 


traction of the sun but by its heat. A 
wave of depression is supposed to fol- 
low tho sun from east to west, caused 
by the extraction of moisture from the 
soil.
